GAMBLING FROM A OR TNESE 
POINT OF VIEW. . 
Tho native paper, the Chirieve Mfail writes 
as followa on gambling in Hongkong :— 
Wo, liavo learnt from tha English news- 
aper that Dis Ex. the Governor has lately- 
Introduced a now Ordinanco tho scopy of 
which is to probibit gambling and to im~ 
use heavy punishment on gamblers, His 
intention to euppress gumbling is admirablo. 
‘This_practico has taken out of Hongkong 
wn gnormons amount of wealth, andthe 
statement made by His Exy. before tho 
Cound will certainly do good, Hongkong 
is a placo whore ships and mon of all nations 
sasemble, especintly those of England and 
China Tho streets are crowded with hotaes 
and shops. which are gotting day by dey 
more eniendid and magnificent. But ina 
twinkling the rich besame poor and ric: 
zersa, These specdy. chanzus are solely 
caused by gambling, which flourishes to its 
utmost limit, When tho Taz-fa tickets havo 
heen collected they are sent over to Kow- 
Joon, aud thoso numbers which win nro sont 
back to Hong Kong, while tho Pak Kop 
pit lottery is entirely carried on hare. 
Stakes of very email smount are acceptable, 
thus every single eash of the paor man is fil- 
ched away. . With reference to the Manila 
Inttery, it ia acursa to both tHe foreign ond 
Chincse Commanity, The sellera of anch- 
tickets deserve to be punished by imprison. 
mint withont the option of a fine, But 
the greatest gambling places are the so-callud 
clubs, Before 0 p m. every night Pai Kod or 
Po Tesura in fall play. andthey are followed | 
by. (Naat Chin’ or {Mo Ting,’ othor names 
for ‘fan-tan? ‘This “gaind “has emptied 
Many a purse, ruined many a pernon and 
avan caused dentha, Alb that a hawker | 
pas saved in hall of his Jifo is lost ina | 
night, and the . estates of the wealthiest ! 
merchanta disappear. Tho average sum } 
vithot’ won or lost in one night often 
amounta to ag many as-several: ten thous- | 
anda of dollars. With no distinction te- 
tween day and night, besides gambling, 
singing, playing on musical inetruments 
and drinking are carried on in those Clubs. 
When a visitor enters, tea and a pipe or 
cigars are promptly offered to hin sand after 
he-has sat down a while, eakes or dinners 
aro served out. This ts the sort of tempta- 
tion they uae, to influence: persons’ minds. 
But thay are fraudulent people, théy en- 
gayo what wa call Lo Chiu (gambling 
deceivora), who, using their skill, craftiiy 
manage to win off the money of the piir 
gamblers, Whatia won by thess’ ‘Lo 
Chiu’ is reserved for the expenditure of 
the Club, When the gambler wins tlicy 
charge him very heavy commission, which 
ia also Inid up for defraying the Club's. ex- 
penses, Tho commission charged in ona 
night uften amounts to several thousand 
dollars. Sume people have been in the habit 
of renting houses and Jetting them again 
to the keepers of gambling Clubs in ordor to 
obtain profita from them. There are in all 
fifty or sixty ‘fan tan’ gambling houses in 
‘side streets ard lines which ave apen to the 
public beth day and night. Under these 
Circumstances, “list je earned..with the’ 
greatest hardship and -diflculty is taken 
away to enrich these wen, and ithe 
gam'ders are reduced te suffer cold and 
hunger. When a gambler is winning ina 
private gambling dev the keepers in order 
to stir up coufnsion endeavour to cause an 
alarm by filsely avnoancing the spproach 
of the police, “The gambler then hus to 
make uae of his fiet hefare he can snatch 
back bis money. There’ are also several 
femalogam ling clubsfreqnented by women. 
There are many who, with ve regard to 
modesty or shame, cross over to Kowleon 
in steam launcha and gamble at Po Taz 
when they are returaing. At first they 
meet with success and they are ailured to 
gamble again in the launch that they may 
lose back what they have won, Some of 
these poor folke after. they have pawned or 
auld all their clothes and ornaments are 
forced ty puison or hung themselves. Now 
that H. E. has exurted himsclf to investigate 
into these vices and suggested meane for the 
suppreesion of panibling, we have hopes uf 
putting an end to the evil: otherwise 
it will coutinue to rage on unceasingly.

“THE LOSS OF THE WAITING. 

We have to thank a correapondent in 
Formosa, says the W.-D. Daily News, for 
the following detailed account of the loss of 
the Meiting:— _ * 

The Waiting left Tamsui under cotumand 
of Captsin Peterson with one Eurcpean 
chief oficer, Mr Kershulm, the rest of the 
ofticera, onginoera and crew being Chinese. 
There were 80 passengers on board destined 
fur Lui-wan-fu, and the ordera were to land 
then and see if the as, Fuhpoo was eithor 
there orat the Pescadorcs, in which case 
Captain Petersen had ordura tcShim to go 
to Double Peak clung with the Wai-ing, to 
take in soldiers for tho place «2 the N.W, 
coast of Formosa nearest to where tho fight- 
ing is at present going on with aome rebel- 
liens districts, The Waiting left with mo- 
uionseon at 2 pm. on the 
ith from Tamsaui; steered West 20 miles, 
then S.W.; on the 22th jn the morning 
3, Captain Potarsen yot an observ- 
ation which worked out by Summer's 
method gave the ship on 6 line 8. by 
W. 3 W. to the North Island, Peacadores. 
Swered this course until 10 a.m., when 
as expected the Islanda were sighted right 
ahead, Rounded the North Rocks, on 
which the Many Hai was loat ‘in 1885, 
and where Captain Petersen had béen work- 
ing many wecks to salvo what could be got 
from her. At 12.15 (noon) the” Waiting 
was N.E, uf anid recka ] mile off ; act tho 
couras 8. W. by S. and let the Chinese 
second mate Jook out whilo Captuin Peter- 
sen and Mr Korsholm teok tiffin ina 
hovse un deck. Mr Koraholm had never 
beep thers before and was sick, ond the 
second mato said he was well acquainted 
with the pace, At .46 p.m, he ran the 
steamer right on the N. W. Ontlyers. 
How he could come there nobsdy ‘can 
understand it was $.W. by W. from where 
tho ship was half an hour before and strong 
wind and gea from North. The tige at the 
time waa about slack ws it was-just low 
water, and the suid rocks alwaye broak and 
ara plainly visillo, especially at low water. 
After the ship struck she filled very rapidly. 
‘The atarboard quarter-boat, being to wind- 
ward, was firat got out. A Cnstoms Taotai, 
Mr Wa (Xg), anda few passengers went 
into‘ this amall boat besides the boat's craw. 
Tt was almost instantaneously smashed 


atarted on the following day, brouvht all 
the officers ‘and crow from the ill-fated 
steamer up to Tama.

McCullum after a consuliatiun with Mr 
Robertson (nlso of Mesars Boyd & Co.’s), 
requested tho Captain to send a boat into 
Tumsani to get the assistance of a steam 
launch, to tow the pontoons intu the har- 
bour, ag the ship could not cress the Bar, 
it being halt ebb tide. 

A boat was immediately’ cleared away 
and a crew of five men in charge of the 
chiof officer (myself) went in her, There 
were algy in the boat Mr McCallum, Mr 
Kersholm, thy chief officer, and tho chief 
engineer and compradore of Uwe Waiting. 
Alt went well until the hoat got uear the 
Bar: (Mr Korsholm being familiar with 
the place valuntecred to pilot us in and was 
atuvring the buat.) After getling into the 
surf the boat capsized’ by the heavy 
rollers coming in and all hands loft strap. 
gling inthe water, Tcume up sume little 
distunes from the boutand got hold of a 
breken oar, 1 novticut that the rest were 
tiying to cling to the boat, which was beiay 
turned over and over by the rea. and sung 
out to them to hald onto ber. Tovly -pot 
ashort look at ber, when I was again sub. 
merged, it atruck me that the best thir 
to do was to divest myself of clathes, bunts, 
&e., which Laccordingly did and tien strack 
out for the bent. I made + ery little head- 
way against the sca, out at last reached the 
buat and found andy four suilors and the 
chief engineer of the Wafting, who told 
me the rst hal gune down, The boat was 
heing turtied over and over by the heary 
sea and it was with great difficulty that wo 
managed to hofd on to her, nene of ws he. 
ing very goad awimmers, As soon aa the 
accident was scen from the ship, another 
life-boat waa sont ta our assistuace, (hy 
this time our boat had drifted ¢ of -the 
surf) and we were picked- up after being 
about halfian hear in the water and tho- 
roughly cxhansted,  Anetler sailor was 
afterwards picked up by the pilot boat, at 
some distance from thy scene of the accid- 
ent. Toonly saw Mr McCnilut& and Mr 
Korshelu ouce after the boat eapsized, and 
the former seemed to be bleeding very 
tauch fruin a wound on the head. They 
wust have gone down almost immediately, 
The British Consul at famaui waa notified 
by the Captain and Mr Robertson, and ask- 
ed to try and recover tho missing bodies 
and attend to their burial.

Ho 
was accompanied by his eldest son by his 
firat wie, a Indy of vank in Tibot, who an- 
iurtunately died in childbirth some sevon 
yeara ago, With them exme hia half-bro- 
ther, who, according to Tibetan custom, 
shares the Raji’s present Kaui, the dnugh- 
ter of an inferior official at Lhassa who was 
in command of tho Kongbu levies in tha 
Pemberingo Pass. Among the Raja's suite 
was the Cateuperi Lama and the Amjed of 
the Pemongtabi, or Jnsong Lamas, the rox 
presontative of the original saint who came 
from Tibet three centuries ago and convert:

The junjor Dewan had already arrived to 
excuse the Raja’s delay on the road.
